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WATER COMMISSIONERS’ TENTH ANNUAL 
REPORT. 


At the last annual town meeting the town voted that the 
Water Commissioners be authorized to reinforce the town water 
supply by laying a pipe from Cunningham Pond to connect 
with the present system, with proper gates and hydrants, under 
such arrangements as could be made with the Cheney family, 
and that the town borrow not exceeding the sum of $5000, and 
appropriate the same for this purpose. 

By authority of this vote the commissioners made arrange- 
ments with Mrs. B. P. Cheney and Miss Elizabeth Cheney by 
which the commissioners were to contract for and superintend 
the construction of a water system from Cunningham Pond to 
connect with the old town system and also to the several 
Cheney buildings, with the understanding that the Cheneys 
should pay the entire expense of the branches to their build- 
ings and two-thirds of the expense of the main line from the 
pond to the old town system, the town to pay the other third, 
and with the understanding that when completed the main line 
shall be owned and kept in repair by the town, and that the 
branches shall be owned and kept in repair by the Cheneys, 
and that the Cheneys shall be exempt from paying water rent 
to the town. Material was purchased by the commissioners 
and a contract for laying the pipe was made with Bruno & 
Milano of Boston, they being the lowest of several bidders. 
Work was commenced July 29, and completed Oct. 13. The 
amount of the contract work came to $4,783.06 of which ro per 
cent. or $478.30 is held by the commissioners, to guarantee 
the work for six months. ‘The total amount paid out to date, 
as will appear by the account, is $14,281.25. Of this amount 
$2,074 is on account of the Cheney branches, leaving 
$12,207.25 paid to date on account of the main line, the town’s 
share being one-third, or $4,069.08. As will appear by the 
account there is in our hands $718.75. There will be due the 
contractors in April, $478.30, and there will be some further 
expense in the spring.

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ELECTRIC LIGHT COMMISSIONERS’ THIRD 
ANNUAL REPORT. 


The third year has not been very different from the preceding 
year. The receipts have been larger and the expenses larger. 
We have received for commercial lighting $4,197.52, and for 
stock and materials sold $269.41. We have paid the interest 
on the debt and $1000 on the principal besides paying all the 
ordinary repairs and the expense of running the plant. As in 
previous years the town has received the lighting of its streets, 
hall, library, engine house, lobby, and school house in the 
village free of expense. A special vote of the town at its last 
annual meeting authorized the commissioners to expend not 
exceeding $3000 for a larger machine and for permanent 
repairs, and the selectmen were authorized to borrow a sum not 
exceeding that amount to pay for the same. $2800 was bor- 
rowed of individuals at three per cent., and we have expended 
$2,741.57 in purchasing a machine of the capacity of 2,300 
lights, and have also repaired the flume and canal and made 
other repairs under the building. We have about reached the 
limit, beyond which the present wheel or the engine, either of 
them alone, will be able to carry a heavier load. With much 
more increase in lighting it will be necessary part of the time to 
use both, which will add materially to the expense. We have 
now a car-load of coal and about twenty cords of wood on hand 
which we have purchased for such an emergency. It will be 
necessary to make other improvements, and we are now trying 
to make some arrangement with the Union Manufacturing Co. 
which will be of mutual benefit to both, and which will give us 
more power. We do not think it advisable to change the rates 
of lighting at the present time, nor until we know just what we 
want to do at the plant and can do, but we would recommend 
that all permanent repairs and additions hereafter made be 
paid for by the town instead of being paid by the consumers.

SCHOOL“RE RG am 


We wish in this our annual report to urge upon the attention 
of the people of Peterboro the desirability of making a radical 
change in the custom of employing teachers to fill vacancies in 
our schools. The custom has been, as all know, to employ 
High School graduates to fill the vacancies in the small, un- 
graded schools, and when they have proved faithful and efficient 
to promote them to the larger schools as vacancies have occurred 
in these. Now while this system has often, perhaps we may 
say generally, produced fairly satisfactory results, yet it is plain 
to be seen that it is not an ideal system. More and more it is 
becoming the custom of the present age to insist that the appli- 
cant for any position shall have a special training for the duties 
of that position. This is the age of specialization. It is now 
recognized more clearly than ever before that a high school 
training or even a college training does not fit one for any 
special line of work. They broaden and strengthen the mental 
powers—lay deep the foundations of character on which the 
life work may be built, but they do not give the technical 
knowledge or skill necessary to achieve the best results in any 
profession or vocation. ‘This has been so clearly recognized in 
respect to the other professions that custom, and often law, for- 
bids one to offer his services to the public as doctor, lawyer or 
minister until he can present a diploma from some institution of 
established and recognized authority certifying that he has fitted 
himself for the duties of that particular profession. Only neces- 
sity has made a different rule in regard to the teachers’ profes- 
sion—this necessity consisting in the fact that specially trained 
teachers can not generally be obtained for the small pay usually 
given for their work, and again that until very recent years 
there have been so few normal graduates that only those who 
could offer superior inducements were able to secure their 
services. In this latter respect there has been an improvement 
within the last few years. The normal schools are now gradu- 
ating so many yearly that it is sometimes possible to secure one 
of these graduates even for one of our smaller schools, but it is 
seldom possible to retain her for more than a year or two. It is 
common for the larger places, where salaries are paid much in 
excess of those paid by us, not only to insist on a normal train- 
ing but also upon some experience in teaching before consider- 
ing an application, therefore we sometimes find one who has 
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just graduated willing to come to our town for a time in order 
to gain the required experience, but if she proves to be an 
efficient and valuable teacher there is but little chance of retain- 
ing her services. 

We present this matter to the people of Peterboro not to 
insist that they shall appropriate more money for the schools, 
but merely to say. that in our opinion an added amount could 
be used to greatly improve our schools. As your chosen repre- 
sentatives in the management of the schools it is our duty to 
report to you any course which seems to promise good results. 
It is for you to grant or refuse the appropriation necessary to 
try the experiment. 

As we have acknowledged that the method of employing high 
school graduates and training them for their duties has produced 
fairly satisfactory results, the question may be asked why not 
continue it? There are two reasons why we should not. First, 
it is to be confidently assumed that those who have developed 
into good teachers by this system would be even better if they 
had had the fundamental training for their work given at the 
normal school. Second, it is assuredly a great injustice to cer- 
tain schools that they are so often placed under the instruction 
of those who are learning to teach, and that as soon as they are 
fairly skilled in their work they are transferred to the larger 
schools and their places again filled with raw recruits. We have 
long recognized the essential injustice of this method but have 
seen no way to avoid it. If we are to train our teachers to their 
work, they must necessarily begin with the small schools, which 
are always the rural schools. 

Much more might be said on this subject, but enough has 
been said to indicate our earnest convictions, and we leave the 
matter to your decision. 

In this connection we most earnestly urge upon our citizens 
and especially upon the fathers and mothers of our school 
children the duty of coming to the school meeting. The hall 
should be full upon this occasion instead of having the meager 
seventy-five or eighty usually present. It takes but a short 
time to elect the officers and perform the other routine work of 
the meeting, and there is ample time for an exchange of views 
in regard to the best interests of our schools. The School 
Board will always welcome suggestions. Come to the meeting 
and let your opinions and wishes be known. 

The special repairs at the West Peterboro school house, for 
which an appropriation of $200 was made, were not quite com- 
pleted when freezing weather came and stopped the work. 
Mr. Hunter, who has had charge of this work, will make a 
report at the school meeting. 
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It will be necessary to call for a larger appropriation for 
repairs than usual from the fact that the center school house 
needs quite thorough renovation. ‘The furnace is in a defective 
condition, and it may take a considerable sum to make it safe 
and satisfactory. The. interior wood work should have, so 
painters tell us, a fresh coat of varnish in order to properly pre- 
serve it, and the walls and ceilings of the rooms have become 
so darkened by the dust and smoke of eighteen years that a 
thorough whitening is quite necessary. 

Miss Ethel C. Grimes, after serving us as teacher of music for 
several years with marked success, decided to seek another field 
of labor during this year. We have employed in her place 
Miss Mary A. Wailace, who has shown great enthusiasm in her 
work. 

A new feature has been introduced into a few of our schools, 
viz.: a plan for encouraging the children in habits of saving and 
old-fashioned economy by having those who wish bring their 
little savings once a week to the teacher, who keeps the 
accounts and deposits the money in the savings bank. When 
any child’s deposit amounts to a dollar he receives a bank book. 
The thanks of the School Board are tendered to those teachers 
who have voluntarily taken upon themselves the task of intro- 
ducing and carrying on this work, and to M. L. Morrison, cashier 
of the Peterborough Savings Bank, for his hearty co-operation. 
The credit for the initiation of this scheme is due to the ladies 
of the W. C. T. U. Delegates from that body waited upon us 
and urged the attempt to introduce it in the schools, and very 
generously offered to furnish the books, checks, tickets, etc., 
necessary for the introduction. It has been introduced into 
four of our schools. So far as can be learned from teachers 
and scholars it is producing a good effect, and will presumably 
be extended to other schools in the future. The record so far 
is as follows:
